The village is suing the disposal company 
etc. on 10 separate counts. Damages asked 
for on each count range from $15,000 to $10 
million. 



The counts include such complaints as 
fraud, contract violations, varied punitive 
damages and misrepresentation by the 
defendants. 

According to Clark the main thrust of the 
move is to get Waste Management to act on 
one of the proposed alternatives by removing 
the entire dump from the village and filling 



the site in.

Fatal bullets match 

Sabin to be tried for murder

Judge David Bastian found that there was 
enough evidence against Dean Richard 
Sabin, 20, Salem to bind him over for trial in 
the murders of John and Donna Gelden, Pad- 
dock Lake. 

At the preliminary hearing held on Sept. 
26, the arraignment on two counts of first 
degree murder was scheduled to be held in 
front of Kenosha County Judge Bruce 
Schroeder on Thursday, Oct. 4. ' , 

Schroeder is the same judge who earlier 
dismissed evidence against Sabin in the case 
of the jfowers Lake arson-caused fires of last r 
"Fet :"" 



According to Kenosha County District At- 
ty. Robert Zapf, the testimony from the 
crime lab positively stating that 10 of the . 
bullets removed from the Gelden bodies 
came from a 22 caliber rifle owned by Sabin,' 
was the strongest evidence against Sabin to 
come to light so far. 

The other eight bullets removed from the 
couple- came from a rifle owned by Gelden 
and was found near his body, 

Sabin's grandmother Margaret Sabin, with 
whom the accused has been living while at- 
tending classes in Kenosha and working at ** 
the hardware store in Twin Lakes, testified 
that her grandson had been with her the en-

tire evening of the murder. 

She said she was in the kitchen of th<e home 
built on property next to the Gelden's a^d her 
grandson was in the next room watching tv. 

Under questioning she did admi^that at 
times she has been known to take cat-naps. 
Margaret Sabin also testified that she had 
removed the 22 calibre rifle tagged as one of 
the murder weapons to the home of .a " 
relative in Milwaukee weeks before the date 
of the murders. 

This was the same house where Sabin was 
arrested on Sept. 9. 

The approximate time of the murders was

O. Is it true that trench mouth is catching? 

A. Quite the contrary. It's not even catching by kiss- 
ing. Perhaps this belief is so widespread simply 
because the condition is often found among college 
students and young military recruits. It was 
widespread among World War I soldiers (thus the 
name "trench" mouth). 

Trench mouth, also knows as Vincent's disease or 
necrotizing ulcerative gingivitis, is caused by certian 
invading bacteria present in most mouths most of the 
time. The treatment is gentle cleaning by a dentist, 
who also may be oxygenating agents or, if the case is 
severe, antibiotics. Cleanliness is essential, so once 
the infection clears up, careful oral hygiene must con- 
tinue or trench mouth may recur ana do permanent 
damage to. vital, teeth-supporting tissues.

After receiving no answer (he also, called at 

5:30 a.m. the next morning and still did not 

get a hold of either Gelden. / 

The son, James, found /the bodies of his 
parents at 6:30 p.m. on Sept. 4. James left his 
parents at 7 p.m. on Sept. 3. The Geldens 
were found wearing thejsame clothing the 
next day and the beds had not been slept in. 

The linesJeading to the three phones in the 
Gelden home had been cut and there was a 
fourth portable'phone that worked off of the 
other phones. \ 

As far as Sabin's motive, Zapf said that it 
was becoming increasingly more apparent 
that burglary or an argument could have 
been the reason Sabin allegedly shot his

There had been an on going argument bet-

"More than 430 volunteers 
will take part in the first 
. follow-up for clues in the 
largest investigation of its 
kind ever undertaken in the 
country," she said. 

The Society's South West 
Lake Unit Board Chairman, 
Rev. Philip Nelson, is one of 
five volunteers acting as a 
group chairman to help coor- 
dinate this massive research 
program in the south west 
section of Lake County. 

MARGE Gentry, Fredrick 
E. Volters and Francis 
Wilkins are also working 
with Spiess as group chair- 
men to initiate the efforts of 
the 24 ACS volunteers -who 
were trained as researchers 
for Cancer Prevention Study 
II. 

The researchers are now 
contacting 402 South West 
, Lake area subjects in the 
study. 

Nationally, more than 1.2 
million Americans will have 
their lifestyles examined to 
provide information about 
possible relationships of can- 
cer to such personal and en- 



vironmental factors as 
nutrition, medication, oc- 
cupational <exposur.es , 
pollution, low-level 
radiation, low tar and 
nicotine cigarettes, and 
passive smoking. 

In Illinois,' close to 5,000 
volunteer ' researchers will 
begin their first CPS II 
follow-up on 70,000 subjects 
who have given clues to their 
lifestyles by answering 400 
items in a confidential 
questionaire about what they ' 
eat, drink, and how they 
work and live. 

THIS IS the first tracking 
effort on the subjects who 
were enlisted in the research 
program in September of 
1982 and who will be followed 
for at least six more years by 
trained ACS volunteers. 

Spiess. explained, "The 
Society's first Cancer 
Prevention Study (1959-1972) 
was instrumental in in- 
forming the American public 
about the- clangers of- 
smoking. The study iden- 
tified cigarettes as the 
culprit behind lung cancer 
and heart disease. This is a 
fact that we take for granted 
these days, but documen- 
tation was still meager until 
then." 

"At this time of great 
public concern over possible 
environmental causes of 
cancer, there is a definite 
need for a study that has the 
scope of Cancer Prevention 



, 



Study II,"she continued. 
"With rumors flying that 
just about every thing causes 
cancer, the study will help 
identify which factors really 
do pose a serious threat to. 
our health." 

"Are x-rays safe? Can the 
birth control pill do more 
harm than good? How 
dangerous is that morning 
cup of coffee? Thes£ 
questions and many others 
hopefully will get answered 
by the study findings, and 
perhaps shed light on what 
can be done to reduce our 
risk of cancer and other 
diseases," she added. 

During September's 
follow-up, Spiess explained, 
"These volunteers will check 
with individuals they 
enrolled to verify, addresses 
and any name changes. .They 
will also report on the deaths 
of any study participants sin- 
ce the start-up. This in- 
formation' will update the 
CPS II data bank, which 
stores all the information 
contained in..,, the 
questionaires." 

"We intend to keep track 
of all participants during the 
6 year course of the study'* 
said Spiess. "Because of the

fts a small pilot project in 
1974, the read-a-thon 
program covering two coun- 
ties in the Cleveland area 
grossed about $18,000 with 
expenses less than $2,000. 
The program was soon ex- 
panded to nationwide scope 
with most of the society's 
chapters setting up read-a- 
thon programs in their own 
school disltricts. 

Since then the read-a-thon 
has been endorsed by nearly 
50 prestigious educational 
organizations • and agencies 
including the U.S. Office of 
Education, the International 
Reading' Assn., the 
American Assn. of School 
Librarians, the Children's 
Book Council, and the 
National Council of Teachers 
of English. 

Nearly 200 new cases of 
multiple, sclerosis are 
diagnosed each week in the 
U.S. An estimated 250,000 
Americans have the disease.

In August 1983, the Dept. of 
the ~ Army unveiled plans 
aimed at reducing the active
